Eaeh    German  has  his    house,    his 
orchard,    his    roadside    trees  so    ladeu 
with  fruit   that,  did    he   not   carefully 
prop  them  up,  tie    them    together,  and 
in    many    places    hold  the  boughs    to- 
gether by  wooden  clamps,    they  would 
be  torn  asunder  by  their   own  weight. 
He  has  his  own  corn  plot,  his  plot   for 
mangel  wurtzep-TSr   hay,    for   potatoes, 
for  hemp,  <feg/^  He  is  his  own    master, 
and  therefore  he  and  his  family  have 
the  strongest  motive  for  exertion.      In 
Germany  nothing  is  lost.    The  produce 
of  the  trees  and  the  cows  is    carried  to 
market.     Much  fruit  is  dried  for  winter 
use.     You  see  wooden  trays  of  plums, 
cherries,  and  sliced  apples,  lying  in  the 
hot  sun  to  dry      Y'ou    see    strings   of 
them  hanging  from  the  windows  in  the 
sun.     The  cows  are  kept  up  the  great- 
er part  of  the   3-car,    and   every   green 
thing  is  collected  for  them.     Every  lit- 
tle nook  where  the  grass  grows,  by  the 
roadside,  river  and  brook,   is  carefully 
cut  by  the  sickle,  and  carried  home  on 
the  heads  of  women.     Nothing   of  the 
kind  is  lost  that  can  possibly  be   made 
of  any  use.     W^tjcds,  nettles,    nay,    the 
ver}'    goosegrass     which    covers     the 
waste  places,  arc  cut  up  and  taken  for 
the  cows.     Y^'ou  see  the  little    ciiildren 
stan'ding  in  the  streets  of  the  villages, 
and  in  the  streams  that  generally  run 
down  them,  busy  washing  these  weeds 
before  they   arc    given    to    the    cattle. 
They  carefully  collected  the    leaves   of 
the  marsh-Trass,  carefully  set  their  po- 
tato tops  for  them,  and    even,    if  other 
things  fail,  gather   these   leaves   from 
the  woodianda."

The  News. 

Fort  Morgan  was  unconditionally 
flurrendeied  on  the  23d  iilt.,  with  600 
prisoners,  sixty  iiieces  of  artillery,  and  ' 
a  large  quantity  of  materiiil.  Only 
one  of  our  army  was  killed  and  seven- 
teen rebels. 

The  prospect  of  capturing  Mobile  in 
thouf^ht  to  be  very  encouraging. 

The  Tallehassee,  after  destroying  a 
large  number  of  vessels  on^jur  eastern 
coast,  ran  into  Wilmington,  passing 
our  blockading  squadron,  and  is  now 
safe  under  rebel  guns. 

Grant  still  holds  his  place  on  the 
Weldon  Road.  His  army  is  being  re- 
inforced at  the  rate  of  4,000  a  week. 

Over  two  thousand  persons  have 
Iccn  murdered  by  the  Indiana  on  the 
j.lains,  and  the  work  is  still  going  on. 

The  Chicago  Convention. 

Th©  great  national  Denincratic  Con- 
vention was  held  at  Chicago  on  Mon- 
<lay.  After  a  three-days'  session  they 
Bucceeded  in  nominating  George  B. 
McLellan  as  a  candiilate  for  Pre.sidtut 
There  was  some  confa&ion  and  rowdy- 
ism, but  a  respectable  unanimity  on 
the  finil  choice.  Loud  shouts  are  rais- 
<«d  on  this  result  among  the  copper- 
heads throughout  the  land.  They  now- 
expect  confidently  to  rule  the  day  at 
the  November  election,  when  they  will 
join  hands  with  Jeff.  Davis,  and  we 
shall  have  peace  and  pro-^sperity  ! 

But  we  think  the  feeling  of  loyal 
men  can  be  no  less  jubilant  than  that 
of  the  copperheads.  No  man  could  be 
surer  of  defeat  than  McClellan.  There 
could  have  been  no  better  result  to 
that  Convention.

A  late  tourist  in  Germany  describes 
the  economy  practiced  by  the  peasant! 
as  follows  f 

Eaeh    German  has  his    house,  'his 
orchard,    his    roadside    trees  so    laden 
with  fruit   that,  did    he   not   carefully 
prop  them  up,  tie   them   together,  and 
in    many   places   hold  the  boughs    to- 
gether by  wooden  clamps,   they  would 
be  torn  asunder  by  their   own  weight. 
He  has  his  own  corn  plot,  his  plot   for 
mangel  wurtzeV'Or   hay,    for   potatoea, 
for  hemp,  &iGf    He  is  his  own    master, 
and  therefg^  he  and  his  family  lia.ve 
the  strongest  motive  for  exertion.      In 
Germany  nothing  is  lost.   The  produce 
of  the  trees  and  the  cows  is   carried  to 
market.     Much  fruit  is  dried  for  winter 
use.     You  see  wooden  trays  of  p!um«, 
cherries,  and  sliced  apples,  lying  in  the 
hot  sun   to  dry      Y"ou    see   strings   of 
them  hanging  from  the  windows  in  the 
sun.     The  cows  are  kept  up  the  great- 
er part  of  the   year,    and   every   green 
thing  is  collected  for  them.     Every  lit- 
tle nook  where  the  grass  grows,  by  the 
roadside,  river  and  brook,   is  carefaHy 
cut  by  the  sickle,  and  carried  home  oa 
the  heads  of  women.     Nothing   of  the 
kind  is  lost  that  can  possibly  be   made 
of  any  use.     Wacds,  nettles,    nay,    the 
very    goosegrass     which    covers     the 
waste  places,  are  cut  up  and  taken  for 
the  cows.     Y''ou  see  the  little    children 
standing  in  the  streets  of  the  villages, 
and  in  the  streams  that  generally  run 
down  them,  busy  washing  these  weeds 
before  they  arc    given    to    the    cattle. 
They  carefully  collected  the    leaves   of 
the  marsh-grass,  carefully  set  their  po- 
tato tops  for  them,  and   even,    if  other 
things  fail,  gather   these  leaves   from 
the  woodjauda."
